Gravity releases of water from 
aréa 1 southward into Conser- 
vation Area 2 — estimated 
at 1,300 cubic feet a second 
— were discontinued July 24 
when Area 1 reached regula- 
tion. 

Conservation Area 2 is at 
13,17 feet, almost half a foot 
above schedule and holding. 
The excess is being released 
through spillways in U.S. High- 
way 27 inte Coneccvation Area 
3, in western Broward and 
y Dade counties. Area 2 covers 
210 square miles of wilderness, 
and Area 3 another 914 square 
miles of Everglades.

State Cut 
$225,000 
To : County 


WEST PALM BEACH — 
Palm Beach County School 
Board has been informed that 
it must start immediately to 
find an additional $225,000 as 
employer's share in the school 
system's retirement fund. This 
money was formerly paid by 
the State. 

Assistant Superintendent in 
Business Affairs William С. 
Whitten has told the County 
School Board that next year 
the $225,000 will “increase 
next year and by the 1970-71 
school year will have reached 
а total of approximately $2 
million” previously paid by the 
State authorities, This is an ef- 
fect of a new law passed by 
the 1967 State Legislature. 

Since the new State law has 
passed this responsibility to the 
county, the additional local 
money will have to come from 
the Palm Beach County prop- 
erty (millage) taxes, Whitten 
pointed out.

Law and Crime 


By John Edgar Hoover, Director, Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, from the August issue of the FBI law 
Enforcement Bulletin, 


OFTEN WE HEAR THE CHARGE that law enforce- 
ment lives in a world of its own, out of touch with 
reality and the mainstream of our society. This 
is a baseless charge and should be refuted each 
time it is heard. 


The truth is that law enforcement, by the very 
nature of its responsibilities, is in much closer 
touch with the public than are most other profes- 
sions. The officer on the beat, the patrolman in 
the cruiser, and the sergeant at the desk know far 
more about people and what they are thinking 
than do the sophisticated theorists who issue 
“authoritative” appraisals of criminality from 
within ivory-tower offices. 


It has also been suggested that law enforcement 
remains dormant while other professions forge 
ahead to new realms of achievement and growth. 
Some critics say that law enforcement is satisfied 
to mark time, insulate itself from change, and 
turn its back on progress. They imply that law 
enforcement is largely responsible for the 
Nation's crime problem. This may be an easy 
hypothesis to accept if a person is looking for a 
scapegoat. However, it is an erroneous conclu- 
sion, and it reflects the shallow reasoning of some 
who have little, if any, practical experience in or 
knowledge of enforcing the law. 


For years, responsible law enforcement lead- 
ers have been waging a relentless, although often 
futile, battle to modernize and professionalize law 
enforcement. Their pleas, warnings, and exhorta- 
tions for the most part have fallen on deaf ears. 


Only recently has the voice of law enforcement 
received any appreciable recognition—and this 
has come about mainly because crime has reached 
such proportions that it can no longer be ignored 
if our Nation is to survive. 


The annals of law enforcement are replete with 
examples of achievements which show that pro- 
gressive, effective enforcement, keyed to human 
relations, has been a continuing goal of career 
officials, While struggling without adequate funds 
and without public support, law enforcement has 
always been receptive to, and where possible has 
applied, all scientific developments and tech- 
nological breakthroughs which would enable it 
to do a better job and to improve its standards. 


Police officials know from experience that 
crime prevention and enforcement of the law are 
a bit more complicated than the supervision of a 
church picnic. Sociological dreamers notwith- 
standing, crime cannot be explained away. It can 
be given aliases, but by any other name it is still 
crime—violations of the laws of our land. And 
it is still increasing. 


Itis not surprising, therefore, to note that many 
who in the past chose to minimize the danger of 

ime and to ignore police pleas for help now 
quite charitably choose to place much of the 
blame for soaring criminality at the door of 
enforcement. While law enforcement. has its 


shortcomings, to charge that it is by choice out of 
step with progress is an admission of ignorance.

Consumers Council Markes Milestone

When the Legislature voted 
into law the first Consumers 
Council ever established in the 
е on July 11, it marked а 
milestone in Florida history. 

The Council, composed of 
the leaders of 20 of Florida's 
largest consumer-oriented or- 
ganizations, will serve as а 
clearing house, where the man 
on the street can take his 
problem and seek satisfaction 
of a grievance 

We in the Florida: Depart- 
ment of Agriculture long have 
sought establishment of such 
a body, which will in effect. 
become the “official voice 
of Florida's consuming public. 

1t will be much more than a 
sounding board for consumer, 
complaints since, by its very 
existence and intent, the Coun- 
cil will assure food dealers 
protection against unfair, 
licit competition. 

As most of you are, aware, 
the Florida Department of Ag- 
ficulture is and has been the 
state's leading consumer pro- 
tection agency. since the De- 
partment. was established 78 
years ago. 

Under the Department's reg- 
ulatory programs, the consum- 
er is assured of receiving only 
the best grade of foodstuffs, 
while gaSolines and brake 
fluids are constantly inspected 
to see that they meet the State 
of Florida's rigid quality re- 
quirements. 

Complaints filed with the 
Consumers Council will be 
handled with a simple, two-step 


procedure 
Complaints filed with the 
Department will receive the 


special attention of the De- 
partment's Director of .Con- 


sumer Services, Robert J. 
Bishop. 
The Consumer Services of- 


fice will determine the nature 


of a complaint if it falls with- 
in the jurisdiction of the De- 


partment of Agriculture's nine 
divisions. 

1f a complaint is valid, then 
an investigation will be made. 
If the nature of the complaint 
falls within the jurisdiction of 
another state agency, then the 
matter will be referred to that 
agency. 

Even though the disposition 
of a complaint is not within 
the jurisdiction of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the De- 
partment will follow up any ac- 
tion taken and will receive a 
report from tbe state agency 
handling the complaint 

In this manner, the Depart- 
ment will be able to determine 
if additional regulations are 
needed to improve or strength- 
en its Consumer Services pro- 
gram. 

Any valid complaint re- 
ceived by the Department of 
Agriculture, through the Con- 
sumer Council will Ье acted 
upon expediously and to the 
best ability of the Department. 

The Florida Department of 
Agriculture takes the position 
that the best remedy for rid- 
ding the state of the unscrup- 
ulous operator is public ex- 
posure 

By establishing the Consum- 
ers Council, the Department is 
serving notice that we will not 
stand idly by while Florida be- 
comes a haven for every fly- 
by-night gyp artist who seeks 
to set up shop. 


1 am very pleased that a 
member of Florida's farming 
community has taken time out 
from his busy schedule to write 
me a letter, expressing his 
opinion on the management of 
this nation’s agricultural in- 
dustry.

Оп the establishment of the 
soil bank by the federal gov- 
ernment, Mr. Wilding says it 
“sounds like a foolish idea — 
paying a man for acres of land 
he doesn't plant." 

All this, Mr. Wilding adds, 
“sums up to why the farm pop- 
ulation is decreasing and it is 
spelling a tragic end to this 
country's food supply if things 
don't change." 

“People today cannot be ex- 
pected to slave on a farm (and 
that's what it is) and get noth- 
ing fosetbeir troubles, while 
other people are living in 
luxury," Mr. Wilding states. 

Some otber observations by 
Mr. Wilding are, "The farmer 
is the backbone of this coun- 
try and Из about time the 
leaders of this nation realize 
the fact and do something 
about it, if it's not already too 
late. 

"This country has wasted 
and given away more farm 
products tban any other na- 
tion in the world. This can- 
not be kept up without a 
break somewhere. 

“I have been a farmer my- 
self, so I know what I'm talk- 
ing about," Mr. Wilding states,

For example a person who 
earned $5,000, now needs a 
salary of $6,000 to stay even, 
and the $7,500 earner must
